2. Textbook for Cegep Equivalent Course 

A Committee consisting of Dr. Eappen, Dr. Eddy, Dr. Frank

O'Donnell (representing SPS) and ease, bent, Shin met as mandated by 
the department to choose a single textbook for Phys, C204, C205, C206.

& Resnick. At a further meeting on Feb. 18, 1985 it was initially 
decided to drop consideration of the text by Giancoli. After 
considerable debate a vote was taken: 4 in favor of Sears, Zemansky & 
Young, 2 in ¢avor of Halliday & Resnick, 1 abstention. Effective 
immediately Sears, Zemansky & Young is the sole textbook to be used in 


Physics C204, C205, C2064.
